Resolutions 4n House to Investigate 


Railroads Gaunt a 
Hot Debate. 


Probing of the Capitol Scandal Will 
be Pushed—Other Items of Gossip, 
Harrisburg, Pa.,Jan. 28.—Two power- 


ful combinations have been formed by 
members of the legislature which are 
very likely to "do things" when oppor- 
tunity presents Itself. The other night 
69 members from the Interior counties 
of the state got together and organ- 
ized for the purpose of advancing the 
Interests of their respective communi- 
ties and protecting measures ot Inter- 
est In their districts. 


A coinbiiiiUon airj has been formed 


by the 8S mine region legislators that 
is most formidable. Their purpose is 
to form united support for labor bills 
that have been and may be Introduced 
during the session. It is reported that 
there may be a "working agreement" 
between the two combinations In each 
other's Interest. 
Both combinations 


say they are non partisan. 


Representative North, of Jefferson, 


was elected president ot the country 
organization; Representative Habgood, 
of HeKean, secretary, and Representa- 
tive Fair, of Westmoreland, treasurer. 
A committee was appointed to select 
a name for the association. The or- 
ganizatlpn will meet every two weeks 
to discuss legislation. 


The first skirmish over railroad leg- 


islation took place last Monday night 
ln« the bouse. Trouble started when 
th» Fahey-Murphy resolution providing 
for an investigation came up. Accord- 
ing to the provisions of this measure 
the commission would have two years 
in which to do its work and would bo 
required to make Its report to the next 
legislature. 
Attempts were made to 


kill the bill outright, but tho railroad 
people were unable to strangle it. Ken- 
nedy, of Allegheny, offered a substi- 
tute directing the attorney general to 
prosecute all corporations that had 
violated the state constitution as wag 
shown by the work of the interstate 
commerce commission. The attorney 
general was to make a progressive re- 
port to this legislature and a flnal re- 
jort to the next legislature. 


There was a very hot debate over 


the two resolutions. Then, Cochrane, 
of Armstrong, made a motion, second- 
ed by Watson, of Indiana, that the en- 
,ire matter 
be postponed 
for two 


weeks. The motion was carried. It ia 
altogether likely that a strong resolu- 
tion of some kind -will be adopted. 


It is expected that the capitol inves- 
Igation will be started 
this week. 


Governor Stuart Is anxious to set the 
he wheels in motion and stop all re- 
jcrtn of a postponement. President 
To Tern Cyrus B. Woods, of the sen- 


ate, is authority for the statement 
hat no delay Is to be made on account 
>f the mayoialty election in Philadel- 
phia, as lias been reported. The com- 
nission to make thd Investigation will 
irobably hold daily sessions and it is 
.oped that It will have completed its 
work and have Its report ready some 
[me before the legislature adjourns. 


More Overcharges On Capltol, 


State Treasurer William H. Berry 
ays he has found additional evidence 
f scandal in the erection of the $13,- 


000,000 capltol. 
He said that he has 


found an overcharge in the item of 
mahogany wainscoting, John H, San- 
derson, of Philadelphia, having had the 
contract for that work. According to 
BeTy tie overcharge amounts to $700,- 
000. 
He says he Is ready to prove his 


charges if experts ara employed to go 
over the work and the figures. Mr. 
Berry Issued a statement hotly answer- 
ing the report made by former Attorn- 
ey Generat Hampton L. Carson, who 
told the legislature that the allegations 
of fraud were too flimsy to warrant 
him making prosecutions. 


Representative Moscrip, of Bradford, 


does not like railroad passes. He in- 
troduced a bill in the house providing 
for the enforcement of the provisions 
of the constitution against free passes 
except for employes of the common 
carriers. The bill provides for commu- 
tation tickets for daily travel of busi- 
ness people and school and college 
students. 


Among other anti-railroad legisla- 


tion was a bill presented by Represen- 
tative Sterling, of Fayette, which gives 
trolley companies the right of eminent 
domain and the right to carry freight. 
It subordinates freight to passenger 
traffic, requiring 
separate cars 
for 


freight and prohibiting the sidetrack- 
Ing or delaying of passenger cars. 


Legislation framed in accordance 


with a plank In the Republican plat- 
Form and with the Indorsement of the 
Republican state leaders made Its ap- 
pearance In the senate. It provides for 
a state railroad commission. It was 
presented by Senator Ernest L. Tustin 
md waa carefully prepared by several 
Philadelphia lawyers. 
A commission 


of flve Is to be"named by the governor. 
The commissioners must not be con- 
nected in any way with railroad com- 
panies and own no stock or bonds of 
any common carrier company. Their 
salary Is to be $8000 a year. 


Representative Habgood, of McKean, 


a sponsor for the bill repealing the 
Salus-Grady libel law, better known as 
he "Press Muzzier." The muzzier waa 
passed at the request of former Gov- 
ernor Samuel W. Pennypacker. The 
repealer Is likely to be passed. Legis- 
ators express a desire to knock the 
muzzier out, and many of them have 
gone on record as favoring the repeal 
of the act. They say It is a dead letter 
anyhow and should never have been 
passed. 


One of the most Important measure*, 


ntroduced during the past weelt was 
that of Senator .Tustin reorganizing 
the department of banking. It also 
provides regulations calculated to pre- 
rent the making of fraudulent reports 
as to .the cdndltion of banks and trust 
companies. Trust companies as well as 
lanks are oblige4 to publish state- 
ments as to their condition. The num- 
>er of bank examiners le increased to 
30. It is stipulated that each hank and 
:rust company shall be examined at 
least once a year. The salary of tho 
banking commissioner "Is Increased 
from $6000 to $10,000. 
i 


Senator Joseph A. Langfltt, of .Alle- 


gheny, introduced a bill authorizing 
the justice of the supreme court to 
designate n judge to sit in tho court of 
ft district other than his own whon re- 
quest Is made by the court or bar as- 
sociation of that district. It allows tho 
Judge $10 a day and traveling ax- 
penscs. 


Bills to Improve Highways, 


Several new bills for the Improve- 


ment ot the highways were Introduced 
during the week. One of them was of- 
fered by Senator Roberts, of Montgom- 
ery, appropriating $5,000,000 for the 
building of "good roads." He also in- 
troduced a bill ame-nffiug the depart- 
ment of hlghwajs act by Increasing 
the number of employes, increasing 
tho appropriation and Increasing tho 
salary of the highway commissioner 
from $5000 to $8000. 


Senator Roberts also 
Introduced 


legislation providing means for the re- 
moval of township oiiicers who are 
derelict in thoir duties. It allows tho 
removal of such officials upon petition 
of. 25 citizens who are 
property 


owners. 


Tho fertilizer act Is to be amended 


if a bill Introduced by Mr. Ostor, ol 
Bedford, becomes a law. It provides 
that In the statement of analysis that 
must be stamped upon every package 
It shall be set forth where the nitrogen 
and other ingredients of tho fertilizer 
are derived from. 


The Anti-Saloon League is expected 


to get busy as a result of tho introduc- 
tion of a bill In tlie senate by Mr. Mur- 
phy, of Philadelphia, allowing hotels to 
sell liquor to guests on Sunday. It pro- 
vides that a special license may ba 
granted by the courts to hotels desir- 
ing to sell liquor on Sunday and that 
it shall be sold only to guests with 
their meals. 


Representative W. B. Simpson, of 


Huntingdon, introduced a repealer to 
the act "regulating fences and to ap- 
point appraisers In each township ot 
the counties of Bedford, Northumber- 
land, Westmoreland, Washington and 
Fayette, and to encourage the raising 
of swine." The old act was passed In 
1784. 


A bill to prohibit the letting of 


prison labor by contract and to pre- 
vent the products of prison manufac- 
ture coming into competition in the 
op«n market with goods made outside 
of prisons was Introduced by Frank B. 
Smith, of Plttsburg. It stipulates that 
goods nmde by. convicts shall bo sold 
only to state or county Institutions.

"What will you have?" to your friend 
when you go to a saloon for a drink 
hereafter If the bill Introduced in the 
house by Thomas, ol Bucks, becomes 
a law. It is known as an antl-treatlng 
measure. It makes It unlawful for a 
saloonkeeper to permit a customer to 
treat another customer to a drink of 
liquor of any kind. He could buy him 
a drink of buttermilk or a piece of pie, 
but nothing "vinous." 


To prevent foreigners to own fire- 


arm's or ammunition and making it un- 
lawful for anyone to sell them fire- 
arms or ammunition Is the object of a 
bill Introduced 
by 
Representative 


Beidleman, of Dauphin. The measure 
is very sweeping In character. A per- 


, son violating the provisions of this act 
Is liable to a penalty of $50 for each 
offense or suffer imprisonment of one 
day for each dollar of penalty imposed. 


Bills to Protect Game. 


Sportsmen will have to seek other 


fields If a bill prohibiting the killing 
of quail, pheasants and wild turkeys 
for a period of flve years goes through. 
It was introduced in the house by 
J. M. Dight, of Butler county. A fine 
of $25 is imposed as a penalty for vio- 
lation of the law, one-half of which Is 
to go to tbe informer and one-half to 
the county treasurer of the county In 
which the offense WOE committed.

Another bill intended for the protec- 


tion of game and domestic fowls was 
introduced by William C. Miller In tbe 
senate. It offers a bounty for killing 
animals and birds that are themselves 
destructful.

MECHANICAL DEVICES.

So fearfully and wonderfully Is the 
inman body made that scientists are 
wglnnlng to realize that many of tbe 
Inventions of the day are Infringe- 
ments on nature's patent office. 
A 


good deal of trouble and worry In the 
last could bave been avoided bad In- 
ventors matte a careful study of the 
devices employed In making these hu- 
man bodies ot ours the useful thing* 
hey are. Tbe principles of the block 
and pulley or tbe tackle could hare 
jeen discovered ages before had the 
flies of nature's patent office been ran- 
sacked, for there are several complete 
pulleys tu the body, notably the one 
which moires the eyebs.ll Inward to- 
ward the nose. 


Engineers made exhaustive testa and 


experiments before they discovered 
that u hollow shaft or rod of Iron or 
steel Is about twice as strong an a 
solid One. 
Yet nature bad patented 


this device in our bones since the birth 
of Adam and Kve, aud every Impor- 
tant bone Is practically constructed en 


i principle Tbe ball and socket of 


the blp bones were tbe forerunners of 
the modern ball bearings, and It was 
the first automatic oiling machine used 
In the world. The value of air pres- 
sure and a vacuum was unknown to 
man until the last century, but every 
one of us carried the secret In the air 
tight hip joint which nature had as- 
signed to lessen the muscular effort to 
hold our legs upright In position. 


Engineers have made wonderful 


progress In developing compound suc- 
tion and circular pumps, but all of the 
principles contained In them are found 
In tbe heart, and this little pumping 
machine Is still without a rival In the 
mechanical world. 


The principles of the safely valve 


for steam engines ore not so new as 
they seem. Our human bodies carry 
with them the first automatic safety 
valves ever designed. There are up- 
ward of 2,800,000 of them. We call 
them by tbe common name of sweat 
glands. Bach such little gland has a 
safety, valve which lets off heat from 
the body when It gets beyond a safe 
temperature 
We cannot stand a rise 


of more than 8 to 10 degrees of tem- 
perature and live. 
If therefore tbe 


2,500,000 safety valves were closed for 
twenty-four hours, death wonld super- 
vene. 


Adam's appla was the first storage 


cistern ever built, and It works with 
automatic regularity through health 
and sickness. It la a most Important 
organ of the body, although for cen- 
turies It was considered a superfluous 
attachment 
It regulates the flow of 


blood between tbe heart and the brain. 
When It ceases to operate, somebody 
dies of apoplexy or a rush of blood to 
tbe brain. When tbe heart sends up 
too mucli blood to the head, the Adam's 
apple steps in to check the flow and 
store It up fov future emergencies, ft 
the heart Is temporarily weakened or 
put out of good running order, the 
blood stored In this cistern Is given up 
and sent to the brain 
Tbe perfect 


working of this little device is appar- 
ent when we consider bow compara- 
tively few die of rush of blood to the 
brain or from a deficiency of supply. 


The eye bas a score of small Inven- 


tions worthy of recording, the ear 
nearly as many more and the vital 
organs an equal number. There Is tbe 
liver with Its quarantine station. Let 
any poisons enter our systems with 
foou and they are Immediately neld up 
at this quarantine station and destroy- 
ed by a secret process. 
It Is only 


when poisons enter In large quantities 
that tbe station cannot handle them. 


But the stomach co operates with the 


liver nnd Intercepts some of tbe poi- 
sons. There are small machines there 
which manufacture minute quantities 
of hydrochloric acid from the salts 
eaten. This acid Is made In exact pro- 
portion to tbe amount of food consum- 
ed and suffices to destroy tbe microbes 
which we swallow But there Is even 
a third quarantine station located In 
the month. Millions of microbes are 
destroyed In the month dally by the 
juices elaborated there .for this very 
purpose 
If It was not for these tbree 


quarantine stations working continu- 
ously night and day, we should be kill- 
ed off by microbes within an hour aft- 
er eating a meal. 


In the ear there Is a little device 


wblcb might have been the original of 
our modern compressed nlr Inventions. 
Tbe delicate drum of the ear must have 
an equal pressure from the outside und 
Inside to receive and transmit the 
sound vibrations 
To make this pos- 


sible the eustachlan tube was devised 
Its function Is to regulate tbe air pres- 
sure inside the ear. Let It fall to work, 
and one becomes stone deaf. 


In the bones of tbe bead there are 


many little channels hollowed out 
which are called tbe semicircular ca 
•oate. These canals ore filled with fluid 
lymph. For centuries no one could un- 
derstand tbelr meaning 
Some phy 


slcians considered them of no use. 
This tendency to belittle organs In the 
human body whose functions could not 
be explained has characterized more 
than one generation of savants. Now 
these peculltr semicircular canals are 
known to be wonderful little devices to 
assist us In keeping our balance. They 
act a good deal as the ballast does on 
a ship, or, more properly speaking, like 
tbe fluid In a spirit level. The brain 
keeps an eye on thtoi spirit level and Is 
made conscious of the body's relative 
position. 
The fluid flows back art 


forth In tbe canals, and when we get 
It at a dangerous angle the brain 
knows It—New York Tribune.

In the name of BambouseU erglus

was he who Invented all kinds of sau- 
sages—that Is, meat stuffed Into skins, 
which, we take It, Is the ground plan 
so to speak, of a sausage.

treatise on the fattening of dormice for 
the table, for at one period dormice 
were a craze 
There were dormouse 


soup, dormouse sausage, dormouse 
brawn, dormouse cooked In every 
conceivable way, and the demand for 
this delicacy In prize sizes was go great 
that there was room for a book on the 
subject

(he Old Time IMiMlallcr* Paid 
F-roiu a Scone of Justice. 


Some Interesting details have been 


(;lven out lately us to the sums volun- 
tarily paid to British novelists by 
American publishers before the days of 
International copyright. Any American 
firm could reprint at once whatever Is- 
sued from~the English presses, but 
some publishers arranged with British 
authors for advance i.heets of forth- 
coming works, thus enabling them to 
get the start of "piratical" fictns which 
paid the author nothing. It Is Interest- 
ing to observe the OC.L: sional disparity 
between the merit of tlie book nud tbe 
price paid. The whole thing was in 
the nature of a leap In the dark. Often 
tjie sum given by the Amcilcau pub- 
lisher -was re'illy more than the Amer- 
ican rights would prn'iably have been 
worth had It been po;siblu to secure 
them by copyright. 
Thus Anthony 


Trollope got $3,500 for 'Sir Harry Hot- 
spur," one of bis poorest novels; George 
Eliot $S,500 for "Daniel Uerondn" and 
Charles Itende $5,000 for "A Woman 
Hater." 
No publlsbc1 today would 


pay any such sums foi these books If 
he -were permlttca to read them before 
buying. 


On tlie other hand, by way of com- 


parison, the very best books brought 
their authors only trilling returns from 
America. Charles Iteade received only 
$250 for "Put Yourself In His Place," 
$1,000 for "Hard Cash." these being 
two of his finest novels, and $1,000 for 
"Love Me Little, Love Me Long." 
Thackeray got only $750 for "The New- 
comes" and $300 for ""Henry Esmond." 
Trollope obtained from the Harpers 
$125 for "Tbe Bertrams," $250 for 
"Castle Richmond," $OtK) for "Phlneas 
Finn," $250 for "The Eustace Dia- 
monds," "Orley Tarm," "Lady Anna" 
and "Ralph the Heir." The $300 for 
his "Cicero" Is fully ns much as any 
American publisher would give today 
for the copyright of such a book. 
George Eliot received only $100 for 
"Adam Becle" ni'd $500 for "Silas Mar- 
ner." "The Mill on the Floss" brought 
her $1.500. 


Wilkie Collina and Dickens were the 


most popular authors of the precopy- 
-rtght period, and they fared best of all 
nt the hands of their authorized Amer- 
ican publishers. The former drew from 
this country $1,800 for "The Woman In 
White.", $3,750 ench for "The Moon- 
stone" and "Man and Wife" and $3,000 
for »"Poor Miss Finch." 
To Dickens 


the Hnrpeus paid $1,2,10 for 
"Little 


Don-it," $1,800 for ' Illcak House,"

The first skirmish over railroad leg- 


islation took place last Monday night 
in« the house. Trouble started when 
the Fahey-Murphy resolution providing 
for an investigation came up. Accord- 
ing to the provisions of this measure 
the commission would have two years 
In which to do its work and would be 
required to make its report to the next 
legislature. 
Attempts were made to 


kill the bill outright, but the railroad 
people were unable to strangle it. Ken- 
nedy, of Allegheny, ottered a substi- 
tute directiiifr the attorney general to 
prosecute al) corporations that had 
violated the jtate constitution as was 
shown by the work of the interstate 
commerce commission. The attorney 
general was to make a progressive re- 
port to this legislature and a final re- 
port to the next legislature. 


There was a very hot debate over 


the two resolutions. Then, Cochrane, 
of Armstrong, made a motion, second- 
ed by Watson, of Indiana, that the en- 
tire matter 
be postponed 
for two 


weeks. The motion was carried. It Is 
altogether likely that a strong resolu- 
tion of some kind will be adopted. 


It is expected that the capltol inves- 


tigation will be started 
this week. 


Governor Stuart is anxious to set the 
the wheels in motion and stop all re- 
ports -of a postponement. 
President 


Pro Tern Cyrus B. Woods, of the sen- 
ate, la authority for the statement 
that no delay is to be made on account 
of the mayoralty election in Philadel- 
phia, as has been reported. The com- 
mission to make the Investigation will 
probably hold-daily sessions and it is 
hoped that it will have completed its 
work and have its report ready some 
time before the legislature adjourns. 


More Overcharges On Capltol. 


State Treasurer William H. Berry 


says he has found additional evidence 
of scandal In the erection of the $13,- 
000,000 capitol. He said that he has 
found an overcharge in the Item of 
mahogany wainscoting, John H. San- 
derson, of Philadelphia, having had the 
contract for that work. According to 
Berry the overcharge amounts to $700,- 
000. 
He says he is ready to prove his 


charges if experts are employed to go 
over the work and the figures. Mr. 
Berry issued a statement hotly answer- 
ing the report made by former Attorn- 
ey General Hampton L. Carson, who 
told tbe legislature that the allegations 
of fraud were too flimsy to warrant 
him making prosecutions. 


Representative Moscrip, of Bradford, 


does not like railroad passes. He in- 
troduced a bill in the house providing 
for the enforcement of the provisions 
of the constitution against free passes 
except for employes of the common 
carriers. The bill provides for commu- 
tation tickets for dally travel of busi- 
ness people and school and college 
students. 


Among other anti-railroad legisla- 


tion was a bill presented by Represen- 
tative Sterling, of Fayette, which gives 
trolley companies the right of eminent 
domain and the right to carry freight. 
It subordinates freight to passenger 
traffic, requiring 
separate cars 
for 


freight and prohibiting tbe sidetrack- 
Ing or delaying of passenger cars. 


Legislation framed In accordance 


with a plank In the Republican plat- 
form and with the Indorsement of the 
Republican state leaders made its ap- 
pearance in the senate. It provides for 
a state railroad commission. It was 
presented by Senator Ernest L. Tustin 
and was carefully prepared by several 
Philadelphia lawyers. 
A commission 


gheny, Introduced a bill authorizing 
the justice of the supreme court to 
designate a judge to sit In the court of 
a district other than his own when re- 
quest Is made by the court or bar as- 
sociation of that district. It allows tho 
judge $10 a day and traveling ex- 
penses. 


Bills to Improve Highways. 


Several now bills for the improve- 


ment of the highways were Introduced 
during tho week. One of them was of- 
fered by Senator Roberts, of Montgom- 
ery, appropriating $5,000,000 for the 
building of "good roads." He also in- 
troduced a bill amending the depart- 
ment of highways act by Increasing 
the number of employes, Increasing 
the appropriation and Increasing the 
salary of the highway commissioner 
from $5000 to $8000. 


Senator Roberts also 
introduced 


legislation providing means lor the re- 
moval of township officers who are 
derelict In their duties. It allows the 
removal of such officials upon petition 
of, 25 citizens who are 
property 


owners. 


Tho fertilizer act Is to be amended 


If a bill Introduced by Mr. Ostor, of 
Bedford, becomes a law. It provides 
that In the statement of analysis that 
must bo stamped upon every package 
it shall bo set forth where the nitrogen 
and other Ingredients of the fertilizer 
are derived from. 


The Anti-Saloon League is expected 


to get busy as a result of the Introduc- 
tion of a bill in the senate by Mr. Mur- 
phy, o£ Philadelphia, allowing hotels to 
sell liquor to guests on Sunday. It pro- 
vides that a special license may be 
granted by tha courts to hotels desir- 
ing to sell Uquor oa Sunday and that 
It shall be sold only to guests with 
their meals. 


Representative W. B. Simpson, of 


Huntingdon, Introduced a repealer to 
the act "regulating fences and to ap- 
point appraisers in each township o( 
the counties of Bedford, Northumber- 
land, Westmoreland, Washington and 
Fayetto, and to encourage the raising 
of swine." The old act was passed in 
1784. 


A bill to prohibit the letting of 


prison labor by contract and to pre- 
vent the products of prison manufac- 
ture coming Into competition In the 
opon market with goods made outalde 
of prisons was introduced by Frank B, 
Smith, of Plltsburg. It stipulates that 
goods made by. convicts shall bo sold 
only to state or county institutions. 


You will not be permitted to sa> 


"What will you have?" to your friend 
when you go to e. saloon for a drink 
hereafter If the bill introduced In tho 
house by Thomas, ot Bucks, becomes 
a law. It Is known as an anti-treatlng 
measure. It makes It unlawful for a 
saloonkeeper to permit a customer to 
treat another customer to a drink of 
liquor of ajiy kind. He could buy him 
a diink of buttermilk or a piece of pie, 
but nothing "vinous." 


To prevent foreigners to own fire- 


arm's or ammunition and making It un- 
lawful for anyone to sell them fire- 
arms or ammunition Is the object of a 
bill introduced by 
Representative 


Beldleman, of Dauphin. The measure 
Is very sweeping In character. A per- 
, son violating the provisions of this act 
Is liable to a penalty of $50 for each 
offense or suffer imprisonment of one 
day for each dollar of penalty imposed. 


Bills .. Protect Game. 


Sportsmen \sill have to seek other 


fields if a bill prohibiting the killing 
of quail, pheasants and wild turkeys 
for a period of five years goes through. 
It was introduced In the house by 
J. M. Dlght, of Butler county. A fine 
of $25 is Imposed as a penalty for vio- 
lation of the law, one-half of which is 
to go to the informer and one-half to 
the county treasurer of the county in 
which the offense was committed. The 
grbwing sca-rclty of game in Pennsyl- 
vania is responsible for the introduc- 
tion of the measure.

The commissioners must not be con- 
nected In any way with railroad com- 
panies and own no stock or bonds of 
any common carrier company. Their 
salary Is to be $8000 a year. 


Representative Habgood, of MeKean, 


Is sponsor for the bill repealing the 
SfUus-Grady libel law, better known as 
the "Press MnzEler." The muzzier waa 
passed at the request of former Gov- 
ernor Samuel W. Pennypacker. The 
repealer Is likely to be passed. Legis- 
lators express a desire to knock the 
muzzier out, and many of them have 
gone on record as favoring the repeal 
of the act. They say it is a dead letter 
anyhow and should never have beon 
paused. 


One of the most Important measure* 


introduced during the past week was 
that of Senator .Tustln reorganizing 
the department of banking. It also 
provides regulations calculated to pre- 
vent the mating of fraudulent reports 
as to .the condition of hanks and trust 
companies. Trust companies as well as 
banks are obliged to publish, state- 
ments as to taeir condition. The num- 
ber of bank examiners is increased to 
30. It is stipulated that each bank and 
trust company shall be examined at 
least once a year. The salary of the 
banking commissioner Is Increased 
from $6000 to |10,000'.

Another bill Intended for the protec- 


tion of game and domestic fowls was 
Introduced by William C. Miller in the 
senate. It offers a bounty for killing 
animals and birds that are themselves 
destructful.

fox, 
red or gray, $1; for every mink, 


weasel or chicken hawk, 50 cents; for 
every hawk or gray owl, 26 cents. 


Senator Godcharles, of Northumber- 


land, Is preparing an amendment to 
his military bill for the retirement of 
officers 'of the National Guard at 64 
years so that It shall not apply Imme- 
diately. Had the bill been Introduced 
as originally drawn It wculd hare had 
the effect of retiring Major General J. 
P. Gobin and Brigadier Genera! Schall. 
Some feeling exists against Gobln, due 
to a reported remark he Is said to have 
made reflecting upon some' of the sen- 
ators, but it has beon denied that any 
concerted effort has been made to re- 
tire him. 


Bills were presented to legalize the 


harmless coloring of butter, to make 
corporations pay tha cost of road 
building by placing upon them a spe- 
cial additional tax of one mill, to wipe 
from the statute books all mechanics 
Hen laws, forbidding teachers and 
school principals from making vacci- 
nation a requirement or condition for 
children entering schools.

The Milkman's Side. 


Editor Gnzetta:—I road with oaro the 


letter netting forth tho farmers' Rriov- 
nne'S regarding their dealings with the 
Brldtoi taitkinon and MBS rather amusod 
til the ono-mdcd btatoiuetit found therein. 
Ono would think, If he were to bo influ- 
oucod br said latter and ignoio the facts 
of the case, tbat tbe farmers were a Bad- 
ly abused claBB and that the lot of the 
Bristol milkman was a flowery duo, in- 
deed, waxing rich and prospering at tho 
expense of the poor oppressed farmer. 
In fact that all tho hardships, losR6H, etc., 
v,oro born by tbe latter and that tbe 
former enjoyed all the advantages, pro- 
lita and pleasures of the traSlc. 


That tho fanners arc a hard working 


and industrious ola&s of people and that 
they deserve and earn ell tbat la coming 
to them is a fact that does not bear con- 
tradiction bnt of all the sl.ivlsh occupa- 
tions to be found there are none that re- 
quires more attention, care, hours of 
labor and long suffering, than that of 
tlia man engaged in the milksellinR In- 
dustry. 
A largo portion of tho year he 


haB tu get up in tho morning at 2 30 and 
3 o'clock and while others a1*? eujoying 
peaceful roposo ho is feeding his hotsei 
loading hia wagon with milk cans, bot- 
tles and the other necessary equipments 
for the serving of his route Ho swallow* u 
hasty cup of coffee aut\ by four o'clock ho 
ho IB delivering MB commodity BO that 
his customers rau hate it on the table at 
breakfast. If he has a fair route it will 
bo noon before he gots in or possibly ono 
o'clock, after 
which ho naH to do his 


slablo work, go over hjs books, waah cans 
and bottloH, etc., all of which keeps him 
on the go until 3 or 4 o'clock. After sop- 
per he gears up and drives nfter his milk 
for the morrow—except in some ORBCB 
where it Is hrcught to him. Then milk 
his to be put in bottles, placed in the ice 
Imx, clc 
This itinerary applies except- 


ing a few months during winter and In 
these months milk is ecarce and it IB no 
unucmal thing for our milkmen to drive 
for hours tr>ing to secure enough milk 
to serve their customers. Surely there is 
no citizen among us who eirns his bread 
by the swe.it of his face more than does 
the milkman. HB is not exempt from 
losses any more than the farmer is; only 
about two weeks ago we road io tbe news- 
papers 'where a BiiBtol milkman lost a 
horse valued at $200 aud if our memory 
serves us right it Is nut BO very long 
ugo since tho same man had a similar 
loss. There are few in tho business who 
could not show hundreds of dollars of 
debtB that no\er can bo collected. The 
church gives a supper and "of course" our 
milkman donates several quarts of milk. 
Lodges, sculeties, individuals, give en- 
tertainments, drawings, etc, and 
tbe 


niilnnian to hold hiscoutom must contri- 
bute by pmchsslng tickets or otherwise 
to each and the one who rof uses does not 
stay long in tbe bup'ness. 
Kettles and 


botclos get lost or bioken by the dozen 
aud these he has to replsco, ofo , etc. 


A twenty quart can of milk dry meas- 


nro will not measure v*heo sold io quarts 
and piats any more than tweuty quarts 
because when dipping one must always 
give a little more than the exact moasure 
so the milkman gains nothing by this, 
it just leaves him out square and why 
tho farmers aionnd Bristol cbould wish 
to sell their milk by a different meas- 
ur than otht'r milk producers around 
Ptulade phla do would seem unreason- 
able. 
Unless I am misinformed 
the 


fnrmor wlio sondfl bis milk to Philadel- 
phia measures it by the Borne standard nf 
measurement ni ho does when lie sells it 
in Bristol. If this be ao hia proposition 
is both unreasonable and unfair. 


It doea not seem so long ago since the 


farmer was only receiving 2J^ or 3 cents 
per quart for his milk. At 4 conts lie is 
rioeiving a larger percentage than the 
working i eople who ueo the milk have re- 
ceived in the same timo in their wages 
The whole matter scorns to retolvo itself 
into a part that la Lelng played by a few 
agitators who are trying to stir up trouble 
for themselves and others. 
None of the 


moll who soil milk in Bristol are mak- 
ing fortunes any more than tbe farmers 
are. 
Bath ought to be thankful 
that 


they are making a fair living and as 
both are receiving the market value for 
their product they should bo satisfied. 


Ono thing ia sure, tbe farmor cannot 


ship hie milk to Philadelphia or Trenton 
and receive better net returns than ho 
can by selling it; here. 


Yom correspondent seems to be much 


exercised yver the alntoment that one of 
our milkmen with his Invested capital 
and the services of three persons working 
16 or 18 hours a day are enabled to earn 
K4.ee per wei-k. This mcst be one of the 
few very successful men in the buunecs, 
but I would remind your correspondent 
that the same effort by three similar per- 
sons working in Rome of our factories 
would bring equal or even hotter returns 
and that they would only be required to 
work 60 hours per week and would haio 
Saturday afternoon and Sunday to them- • 
selves.

The Farmers and the Milkmen. 


Editor lazette:—The milkmen are 


pleading their causo by stating the un- 
fairness of the farmer in the supplying 
them with milk, that In the Bummer they 
have brought to them groat quantities of 
milk and that they are unable to dispose 
of It, and consequently meet with a great 
loss, and again In tbe winter when they 
need the milk instead of having 100 
quarts delivered to thorn they get only 
about CO quarts and are compelled to 
drive after milk ana pay 5 conts per quart 
for enough to make up the quantity need- 
ed to aupply their route. 


The farmers admit the above faot IB 


true but they are unatlo to remedy it, for 
to do this ib would require the puronnBe 
of exttaoows at Ihe time when tbev are 
at the highest prices. Then. If having 
good cows, to Bell them he would have to 
sacrifice them or overcrowd his stable and 
in many cases if they did, owing to the 
small revenue rrcnived from his milk he 
would not, be, able to purchase sufficient 
feed for them all, and if not properly 
ted, he would not be ue well off with the 
extra COWB as without them. 


The greatest quantity of milk is pro- 


duced in tho month ot May or when the 
cows are firat on pasture. After that 
month passes the files make tbeir appear- 
anre, then tbe pasture begins to get short 
and tho cows begin to fall off In the 
How of milk, and then the poor milkmen 
complain again of a shortage and are 
compelled to hunt up more milk to 
meet the demand. Some of the milk- 
men nave compelled the farmer to take 
back milk the next day in a sou'condi- 
tion, making no allowance of the foot, 
that when he received It it was in a 
sweet and marketable condition. Tlien 
others when they have a surplus set it at 
one side, skim off the cream and churn it 
for the butter which they sell. If the 
milk men would moke a price Bufflolent, 
tho farmers will make a contract to fur-

gitimate side ot this disputed question of 
measure; but the treatment tbat the 
farmers in tbis vicinity have been ae 
corded 07 the mllamen x>f"Bri«tol has 
oeen lost sight of. 


Nearly all the farmers have beoD pro- 


dncinR throe or four timss tbe quantity 
of milk in summer as in winter. One 
farmer who brought in fifty quarts dur- 
ing the summer, drove in day afer day 
this winter with from three to 6ve quarts 


1'he milkmen have been taking nearly 


all the milk that the farmers produced 
during the summer. 
Great quantities of 


which they had no sale for and was con- 
sequently a total loss. In manv oases af- 
ter paying for tbe surplus milk, the milk- 
man gave U to the farmers to feed pigs, 
fnr, through lack o« knowledge in oaring 
for tbe milk or carelessness in feeding 
the oows, the milt is olten nnBt for use 
in making butter or cottage cheese. 


When winter comes the milkman la 


compelled to drive all over the country 
during the afternoon and sometime! far 
Into the night, trying to get enough milk 
tosnpply hia customers and frequently

Milk is one of the most perishable foods 
on tbe market; it cannot be put in cold 
•torage in June, like butter, eggs, etc.

cause and dlsaow ways and means of 
preventing a further spread of tho dls- 
e»Be, tne Boaid of Health ot Yardley mot 
at the horns ot Dr. H. Ljna Bassett on 
Monday evening. Tho board Is composed 
of the following gentlemen: Dr. H. Linn 
Bassetc, E. E. Yeager, Harry Swartzland- 
er, Robert Welch and James Casey 
All 


the gentlemen were present with tbe ex- 
ception ol Mr. Welch, who IB spending 
the winter in Philadelphia. Alter consid- 
ering various conditions that aro product- 
ive ot the typhoid germ, it was decided 
by the Board to send samples of the milk 
sold by different dealers to patrons in 
Yardley, to the Laboratories of Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Health, Bitunted nt 
the University of Pennsylvania in Phila- 
delphia.

soicererb killed their enemies by magic 
rites peifoimcd over the elhgy of the 
pci son who hid offended them nnd 
\iigll also makes mention of this 


In tlie dojs of vvitchcinft and peiee 


cution one of the most common charges 
against witches was that they made 
waxen images of their enemies which 
they melted befoie n fire and thus 
caused the dissolution of the originals 


The Japanese still regatd the efflgy 


as a means of punishment of faithless 
lovers nnd In 1 nuce to the time of 
the first i evolution 'execution by efflgy 
was a legil rite 
In the fatherlands 


the same illofclcal custom prevailed

dos. If a drop of water is placed on a 
redhot or white hot metal plate It 
does not suddenly flash Into steam nn 
der the Influence of the great heat It 
does not even boll 
It simply evapo- 


rates quietly and slowly as It rolls 
about the plate 
Now, suppose that 


the drop on the plate Is a volatile liq 
nid like sulphurous ncld It will evap 
orate and this evaporation will pro- 
duce cold 
Let a drop of water fall 


In the sulphurous acid drop and It will 
be frozen In spite of the heat M Bou 
tlgny thus froze~Vater on a white hot 
platinum capsule 
Faraday carried 


this remarkable experiment even fur- 
ther 
Pouring some ether and solidi- 


fied carbonic acid gas on a redhot plat- 
inum capsule, he formed a spheroidal 
mass wblch evaporated very slow- 
ly 
He then brought some mercury 


Into contact with It, ana this was In- 
stantly frozen Now, mercury requires 
a temperature of 40 degrees below zero 
to solidify It, and here It was frozen on 
redhot platinum.
